Agents selected should be residents of Alaska with established means 
of livelihood and logical reasons for being placed where they intend to operate 
and consideration should be given to businessmen, farmers, trappers, fishermen 
and “bush pilots.” Selection of agents from the native groups, Eski m os, Indians, 
Aleuts,, should be avoided because of their basic unreliability * 


COMMENT: In making selection of agents, one should bear in mind the lessons 

of the Russian occupation of the Baltic countries and Eastern 
Poland which were areas- originally owned by the Czar and which 
were occupied by the Soviets for incorporation into the USSR. 
Alaska was likewise a Czarist territory which the Soviets in line 
with their imperialistic policy might well, occupy in the same 
manner that they occupied the Baltic states and Poland.

Depending on the individual situation of a community occupied 
by the Soviets, they might shoot the entire male population 
of a community* Cn the other hand, they might seize, and deport 
to ‘forced labor under guard to the Soviet Union or to, some other .

following categories "which would have equivalents in Alaska 
were .seized and deported: Members of non-Communist political
